Foreign Policy? 


development. For those who argue, 
quite correctly, that US "aid" is 
guaranteed to assure profits by and 
dependence on the aid donor, an 
Independent Black Foreign Policy 
would fight for a  "no-strings 
attached" aid program. 

Why is it that tiny Israel can 
get this amount of aid. Not only is 
Israel in a strategic location to 
safeguard US national interests, but 
the US Jewish population, both 
those with and without dual (i.e. US 
and Israeli) citizenship, fight to 
ensure that US foreign policy 
recognize and protect the interests of 
Israel. And in those instances, 
where thee are conflicts between US 
foreign policy and Israel’s interests, 
the US Jews, without apology, fight 
for the latter. This clarity of self- 
interest on the part of the Jewish 
population was most recently 
reflected in the efforts of several 
US-based Jewish organizations and 
influential individuals to attain the 
early release of Jonathan Pollard, a 
US citizen convicted of spying on 


the US for Israel. The fact that his 


activity was treasonous to the US 
proved no obstacle to their support. 
а would be Black people's 
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can answer that rer looks at what 


we, as a people, have done to 
support our PP/POWSs being held in 
US jails. They are incarcerated 
because of their work in the Black 
Liberation Movement. But our 
dismal degree of support for them 
does not reflect any understanding 
of that reality. An Independent 
Black Foreign Policy would speak to 
their situation. 

Similarly an Independent Black 
Foreign Policy would address the 
question of the Reparations owed 
Africans throughout the Diaspora- 
and on the Continent. Ап:

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Black Workers Accuse 
Navy of Discrimination

Thelma Roby, a civilian metal 
blasting equipment operator for the 
Navy, contends she has twice been 
passed over for promotions for 

which she was qualified. 
... Roby, who is Black, believes the 
reason in both cases was racial. 

"If you're not among the chosen 
ones, you will never, ever get 
promoted," she said Thursday. 
"And. if you exercise your right to 
protect your rights, they will... 
retaliate against you, and you will 
get nothing." 

Roby is among 32 Black workers 
who have filed a $130 million law 
suit accusing the Navy of 
discrimination in the Pensacola area. 
It was filed May 13th in US District 
Court here. 

The 160-page complaint alleges 
Blacks have been denied promotions 

. and training, are underrepresented in 
management, disciplined more 
severely for similar workplace 
infractions and required to provide 
more documentation on job 
applications.

communism, the AID gave massive 
amounts of money to dictators, 
purporting to support 
immunization, literacy drives and 
agricultural development. Now the 
Clinton administration has decided 
that this mammoth bureaucracy 
should now be aimed at the inner 
cities of the US. 

The reality of Black and T. 
inner eity neighborhoods is being 
compared. on an official level to the 
level of Third World nations. The 
agency's director, J. Brian Atwood, 
in discussion with Marian Wright 
Edelman of the Children's Defense 
Fund, found that the problems faced

In Kyoto, Japan, hundreds of 
police raided the homes and 26 
offices, including the headquarters, 
of members of the General 
Association of Korean Residents in 


Japan; an organization known as 


Chongryun. The: organization 
described this attack as "political 
harassment," an opinion shared by 
the US Out of Korea Committee. 
Sue Bailey, chairperson of the US 
Out of Korea Committee, said, "this 
is not the first attack by Japanese:

Cuba Protests US Haiti Policy 


An official Cuban newspaper 
denounced Washington's move to 
use its Naval Base at Guantanamo 
Bay, on Cuba's southeast tip, to 
process refugees from neighboring 
Haiti. 

Cuba is the only country to 
already be accepting Haitian 
refugees as part of a program by the 


United Nations High Commissioner . 


on Refugees. Over 5,000 people 


have been granted asylum and

The Clinton administration, like 
American 
administrations, has steadfastly 
violated international norms for the 
treatment of refugees when it Comes 
to Haitians. 

The Guantanamo base had been 


-widely condemned when it was used 


to house Haitian refugees suspected 
of being infected with HIV. Under 
strong pressure it was shut down. 


_ The Cuban weekly trade union. 
newspaper Trabajadores referred to 


the refugee processing center 
reopened by President Clinton at the 
base as a virtual concentration camp 
and said it had no legitimacy. 

"The US authorities continue to 
behave as though Cuba were not a 
country that conquered its full 
independence and sovereignty in 
January 1959, as though it were still 


to serve as sex slaves for the 
Japanese Imperial Army.

Police Stand Off on Farmer’s Market

Bedford-Stuyvesant has been the site 
of an uneasy stand-off between the 
79th Precinct and the operators of a 
Street corner farmer’s market. Since 
late April, the police have been 


trying to close the market down, but

December 12th Movement as a 
weekly fresh air farmer's market on 
the corner of Macon and Nostrand, 
across from the old Girls High 
School. Every Saturday morning 
since 1988, a crew of men and 
women, ranging in age from 18 to 
53, arrives in trucks and cars. The 
crew sweeps up and hoses down the 
entire Brooklyn sidewalk, puts up a 
portable tent and tables, neatly 
stacks an array of crates and boxes 
full of fresh fruits and vegetables 


and opens up for a Saturday of 


business. Right alongside the blue 
colored tent is usually seen a red, 
black and green banner waving with 
the breeze. The people who operate 
this particular market are on a 


mission that grew out of a series of 


mounting racial incidents between 


Asian grocers and African American 
customers. One such example of 
these tensions took place in 1988, 
when an elderly Caribbean woman 
shopping along Fulton Street had 
stopped at a Korean produce store, 
Tropical Fruits, near Nostrand 
Avenue, to continue her shopping. 
While she was browsing along the 
aisles, one of the Korean workers 
there quickly assumed she was 
attempting to steal what she came to 
buy and demanded that she submit 
to a search of her shopping bags, 
including her handbag. The woman 
refused. Forcing themselves upon 
her, several of the workers seized 
her bags, knocked her down and 
proceeded to beat on her, at one 
point even threatening her and her

Governor Mario Cuomo of New 


- York State continued to move to the 


right politically, shifting with the 
conservative tide. He has decided 
to have all welfare recipients in New 
York State who receive "home 
relief", about 300,000 single men 
and women, fingerprinted. Children 
and their parents who receive 
assistance under the federal Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
would be exempt because it is a 
federal program under different 
guidelines. 

Assembly Speaker Sheldon Silver 
pointed out that not a single case of 
welfare fraud has been detected 
during the experimental program 
run in two counties. 

Furthermore, most studies have 
not found that fraud is a significant 
factor in welfare costs, and are 
negligible as a cost of government.

But facts are irrelevant in this 
debate. Mayor Adolf Guiliani, who 
is of course a strong advocate of 
fingerprinting all welfare recipients, 


alleged that New York City alone 


would save $89 million next year if 
the program was adopted. A state 
report that agreed to fingerprinting 
estimated that only $46 million 
would be saved. 


purposes (Guiliani's campaign aides 
were given months of free rent by 
controversial real estate tycoon 
Koeppel) will not be fingerprinted.

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In Our Streets, THE CODE, Is Coming! 


by Ámadi Ajamu - 
On Saturday, June 18th, 1994, 


thousands of Black youth attended a 
rap concert/rally at Roy Wilkins 
Park in South Jamaica, Queens 
where Tupac Shakur introduced 
"THE CODE" of the streets. The 
concert also brought together many 
other rappers and entertainers such 
as Fat Joe; Freedom Williams, 
(formerly of CC Music Factory); 
Michael Bennett, (boxing 
champion) Armed & Dangers; 
Gangs of Funk; Baby Dee; Sparkle 
and Ghost. 

The rap rally's purpose was to 
put "THE CODE" into the streets. 
It calls for a "cease fire" and the 
implementation of concrete 
guidelines in the relationship 
between hustlers and community 
residents. THE CODE calls for no 
more random shootings, no drug 
dealing near schools, no drive by 
shootings, no shootings at parties, 
and no snitching. 

Tupac urged the masses of Black 


youth to raise their consciousness 


and respect the community that they 
live in. He said, "The code of 
conduct must be put in effect!" and 





Students Respond to Challenge - Not Special Ed

Georgia Institute of 


_ Technology, a white institution of 


learning in Atlanta, has taken the 
lead in giving Black and Hispanic 
Students the opportunity to excel in 
science. 

Understanding that our students 


are ill prepared for college and 


especially science, Georgia Tech 
five years ago decided to change 
their policy towards Blacks and 
Hispanics, at the initiative of the 
Office of Minority Education 
Development. 

They got rid of the remedial 
program and instituted a Challenge 
Program. Remedial programs were 
instituted to make our youth feel 
inferior, to tell them that they were 
unable to learn and to keep them in 
school for at least one extra year 
when the colleges were able to 
extract more money from these poor 
families. | 

It was only after the struggles of 
Black people in the 1950s and 1960s

that white colleges were made to 
open their doors to Black and 
Hispanic students at all, and to 
prove to these students that they 
were inferior they were placed in 
remedial classes. 


This change of attitude at 


Georgia Tech did not come about 
because they had to admit that our 
students are talented and continue to 
excel in spite of the obstacles put in 
their way but rather because this 
gave them an edge over other 
schools. 

Our children are shafted from the 
time they enter into the public 
education system. The majority of 
them are placed in Special Education 
classes to guarantee failure. Some 
of them are able to push themselves 
up and out of this system of 
miseducation and enter colleges 
where the lack of educational 
training follows them and makes it 
almost impossible for them to 
succeed. : 

Remedial classes in college ar 


the continuation of Special Ed | 


classes in elementary schools. Once 
our children are placed in Special 
Education classes from  pre- 
kindergarten on up, they are tracked 


that "Black youth are the only one 
who can do it." The crowd 
chanted, "THE CODE! In Our 
Streets!" throughout the rally. 

The rally’s volunteer security 
force wore black t-shirts with "In 
Our Streets, THE CODE, is 
coming" printed in bold black 
lettering. Brothers from S. W.A.M., 
a local Masjid; volunteers organized 
by Justice Allah; brothers and sisters 
from the Brotherhood and the 
Masses United for Human Rights 
joined forces and made sure there 
was not one incident of violence, no 
fighting, no drugs in the park that 
day. The security volunteers 
enforced THE CODE, thereby 
exhibiting to the thousands of youth 
in attendance that THE CODE was 
not some abstract ideal, but a 
concrete guideline to be put into 
practice. 

The rap rally kicked off a 
citywide campaign geared towards 


popularizing THE CODE and 


creating a grassroots effort to 
control our own communities and 
set a standard of respect, unity and 
consciousness. 

The Code - In Our Streets

During a cell search conducted 
on June 1, 1994, two prison guards 
confiscated a piece of artwork from 
my cell that contained the design for 


the cover of my book. The design 


depicted four New African freedom 
fighters. (The book’s title is The 


by Aracelis Lugo Lopez 
How would you feel if you 


had someone in jail who has not 
committed a crime; someone who 


has been tortured and denied the 


most simple things because he has 
decided to fight for his beliefs? 
Someone who’s integrity in these 
beliefs goes beyond being judged by 
laws that- jeopardize his political 
struggle? If this is a crime then all 
those who are involved in any war 
are criminals for fighting for their 


beliefs, territory and freedom. 


My uncle, Oscar Lopez Rivera, 
has been in jail for approximately 13 
years. He was sentenced to and has 
actually served more time than most 
social criminals. He fought for 2 1/2 
years in the Vietnam War and 
defended the United States’ beliefs, 
a flag that wasn’t his and was 
considered a hero. Yet, when he

right to a program that men died for 
at Attica. It is similar in essence to 
the Ku Klux Klan's burning down 
freed men’s schools after 
Reconstruction. And the gut 
response of these turnkeys - whose 
functions of locking and unlocking 
doors can be performed by monkeys 
- to the idea of liberating Black 
people through education, fits 
squarely in the demented category of 
right-wing repressiveness and fascist 
capriciousness. 

My book, Zhe Educated Black 
Man’s Liberation Front, is the 
centerpiece of a project I have been 
promoting with the help of my 
sisters and brothers in the December 
12th Movement.

Rwanda is a tiny East African 
country. Like neighboring Burundi, 
the majority of tke people are 
Hutus, with a significant minority 
being of the Tutsi tribe, and a 
smaller number Twa. Before 
colonialism, these tribes coexisted 
more or less’ peacefully in their 
beautiful mountainous homelands. 
In fact, the groupings are social 
classes more than tribes, a wealthy 
Hutu could ascend into the ruling 
Tutsi group. In Burundi the 
colonialist Belgian set up the Tutsi

Colombia's Blacks Now Visible

Columbia, South America has 
a secret. Black people make up at 
least 15 percent of the nation’s 35 
million people. Like most of the 


. Black populations in South America, 
Such as in Peru or Venezuela, the 


face of Africans has rarely been 
seen in the presentations of South 
American countries other than 
Brazil. 

On the left there has been a 
growing consciousness of the 
particularity of Blacks in Columbia. 


The largest guerrilla group, the

Libya Still Under Embargo 


Around the world, from New

Under the 807 tariff program, US- 
cut fabric enters duty-free into Haiti, 
where it is assembled and then 
shipped back to the US. On re- 
entry into the US, duty is assessed 
only on the value added in Haiti, 
namely is solely the cost of 
assembling the piece goods. 
According to Mr. Lafontant, Haiti’s 


contribution to the total cost of the 


apparel exports was only 13 percent. 
Returning to the 1989 figure of. 
$180.9 million in apparel exports, 
Haiti’s real contribution amounted to 
only $23.5 million, the rest was 
made up of US inputs. US 
assembly companies in Haiti (either 
US-owned or under contract) pay no 
taxes, either corporate or personal; 
and the materials they assemble 
enter and leave the country duty 
free. Rent in the free trade zone is 
approximately $2.25 per square foot 
per year. Тһе companies--in 
violation of Haitian law--pay no 
health or pension benefits to their 
Wages in the 
maquiladora plants are 
approximately (U.S.) $.14 per hour. 


In violation of CBERA and GSP. 


trade benefit programs, 
internationally recognized worker 
rights in Haiti are being massively 
violated on a daily basis.

On Saturday, May 7, a 


contingent of police descended upon 


the market and ordered the 


volunteer workers to shut the market 
down. Without allowing for much 
conversation, police proceeded to 
close it down themselves, 
confiscating an estimated $500.00 
worth of produce and $250.00 in 
cash. Later that day, members of 
the market were given a receipt for 
the produce, but not for the cash. 
They were told that the produce had 
been donated to an unnamed local 
church but that no one knew 
anything about the missing cash. 
Immediately following this first 
raid, the December 12th Movement 
called for a public demonstration at 
the site for the following Saturday, 
May 14. That day, the entire 
square block was surrounded by 
police. No less than three police 
vans, three additional unmarked 


vans, one mobile command unit and 


an estimated total of 32 uniformed 
and plainsclothed officers with guns 
and badges clearly visible were 
stationed all around Halsey Street to 
the north, Arlington Street to the 
west, and directly opposite the 
market on Nostrand and. Macon. 
They were poised and ready. 

But the community poured out’ 
in support of this Black-owned 
market. Armed with a loudspeaker 
and a gathering crowd of more than 
125 local residents, representatives
